In  such  a  restless  age  as  ours  when  countless  interests,  pleasures,  ideas  and  ideals  avidly  complete  for 
our  very  limited  time,  energy,  and  support,  it  is  difficult  for  everyone  and  impossible  for  the  unwary  to 
decide  upon  the  proper  order  of  priority  in  our  daily  endeavors.  The  surest  and  quickest  solution  for  any 
such  puzzlement  is  to  remember  that  God's  interests  always  come  first.  His  will  must  be  our  criterion 
as  the  Lord's  prayer  intimates.  To  add  clarity  and  point  to  this  basic  decision'  we  must  insist  that  the  du- 
ties of  our  state  in  life  take  precedence  over  all  other  consideration.  It  follows  that  our  studies  must  first 
of  all  be  dedicated  to  Christ  not  to  Mammon  or  self;  it  follows  that  even  secular  subjects  having  appar- 
ently the  least  link  with  religion  must  be  motivated  by  love  of  God;  it  follows  that,  so  long  as  we  are 
students,  it  is  not  just  regretable  to  neglect  our  studies  but  a  failure  in  our  duty  to  God  with  sinister  con- 
notations now  and  for  the  future.  Oddly  enough,  one  breach  of  duty  invites  another  until  both  relig- 
iously and  academically  we  are  following  the  fatal  line  of  least  resistance.  Failure  in  life  is  seldom  the 
product  of  one  disastrous  decision:  rather  it  is  the  unsightly  fabric  woven  bit  by  bit  each  day  through 
failure  to  do  the  duties  of  our  state  in  life.  When  the  siren  call  of  pleasure  or  some  other  alien  interest 
tries  to  lure  us  from  the  call  of  duty  which  is  the  call  of  Christ,  let  us  lift  our  eyes  to  the  crucifix  or  med- 
itate upon  the  words  of  Pius  XI.  "The  Cross  of  Christ-  the  very  name  has  become  for  many  a  stumbling 
block  and  for  others  foolishness;  but  to  those  who  believe,  it  remains  forever  the  sigh  of  redemption, 
the  emblem  of  strength  and  the  sublime  dignity  of  good  morals.  We  live  beneath  its  shadows,  we  die  in 
its  embrace.     On  our  tombs  it  is  raised  to  proclaim  our  Faith,  to  testify  to  our  hope  in  the  eternal  Light."
